hina, by ong tradition o 
self-contained’ and  scif-suffi- 
elent world-empire, could not 
bring itself very cnaily to’ Jearn 
from: the West. The Manchus 
Proved to be even more conser- 
vative ‘than most Chinese, and 
wero Goggedly stubborn in re- 
sisting all innovation. It was

A heavy indem~ 
nity of 450,000,000 tacls‘wag im- 
posed on China; not yet fully 
paid when the second world 
wor started. The Legation 
Quarter of Peking was hence- 
forth to be under the defence 
of foreign garrisons. Free 
communication between Pe- 
king and the sca was to be 
maintained by foreign garrisons 
along the route—a stipulation 
that’ the Japanese were to 
utilize and to distort so as to 
encircle Peking ond start the 
present war in 1937. These and 
other humiliating . conditions 
brought upon China “by the 
Manchus made Chinese recon- 
cillatton to the alien dynasty 
impossible, and may be snid to 
be the main immediate cause 
of the revolution of 1911.
